One is the two-thirds m ajority requirement, and 
tile second is the fact that impeachment and removal, or­ 
iginally intended as unemotional necessities, have some­ 
how come to be considered a source of shame not only 
to the executive involved, but to Congress and the people 
Well.

A third m ajor reason exists, which M r. Coudert s 
proposal would do nothing whatever to remedy, and 
\ that is the alignment of political parties as they exist in 
. mr nation. In reflecting upon the intention of the authors 
of the Constitution in these matters, one should not lose

I very difficult choice, wherever he belongs to the same developing eye-hand 
party as the official being tried. I here is a clash of inter- 
II.gts — not solely in the purely selfish field, but in the 
broader questions of the future welfare of party and 
nation. 
A man m ay support his party only because of pat­ 
ronage* considerations, in which case he w ill hesitate very 
^seriously to vote against the man who controls that pat­ 
ronage, or to vote for a removal which might throw his 
party out of power. But a man may support his party be­ 
cause he sincerely believes that the salvation and success 
of the nation depend upon his party’s success— and under 
such circumstances, he might quite conscientiously decide 
hat in the long run it was better for an unworthy presi­ 
dent to remain in office than for what he believed to be 
an unworthy party to come into power.
